In  accordance  witli  the  Circular  648,  received  from  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  this  report  is  in  the  nature  of  a survey 
report  upon  the  conditions  of,  and  improvements  in  the 
Public  Health  during-  the  past  five  years. 

Natural  and  Social  Conditions  of  tbc  Area.

Conditions 


The  area  is  country  of  a gently  undulating-  character, 
with  a fertile  soil  of  heavy  loam  on  a subsoil  of  Boulder 
Clay,  resting  upon  Chalk  at  varying  depths.  It  is  bounded 
on  the  South  by  the  River  Waveney.  The  latter  river,  and 
the  River  Taas  in  the  northern  part,  form  its  natural  drain- 
age. The  climate  is  a cold,  though  fairly  equable  one, 
for  although  its  position  is  near  the  moderating  influence  of 
the  sea  coast,  tlie  country  is  generally  exposed,  and  very- 
open  to  the  prevailing  East  and  N.E.  winds.  The  Rainfall 
is,  however,  among  the  lowest  in  England  ; my  own  read- 
ings taken  over  the  last  12  years  give  an  average  of  23.89 
inches  per  annum.

Agriculture  is  the  main  industry.  There  is  a Brush 
and  Mat  Factory  at  Roydon,  and  Mineral  Water  Works  at 
Harleston  ; and  Makings  and  Corn  Mills  are  scattered  over 
the  District.  The  numerous  villages  are  fairly  evenly  dis- 
tributed in  the  area,  and  the  excellent  bracing  air,  and  the 
outdoor  life  of  the  majority  of  the  inhabitants,  are  of  the 
greatest  value  in  preserving  the  good  health  generally  found 
throughout  the  District.

Apart  from  the  Influenza  epidemic  of  1924-25,  and  the 
epidemic  of  Scarlet  Fever,  1925,  no  special  causes  of  sick- 
ness have  occurred  ; and  there  are  no  conditions  of  oexupa- 
tion  noteworthy  as  being  prejudicial  to  health. 

General  Provision  of  Healtb  Services. 

There  is  no  (leneral  Hospital  available  within  the  area. 

Cases  are  usually  sent  to  the  Norfolk  & Norwich  Hos- 
pital, or  to  the  Jennv  Lind  Hospital  for  Children.  The 
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Reynolds-Robinson  Home,  Harleston,  has  accommodation 
for  one  case  of  an  emerg^ency  nature. 

There  is  no  Fever  Hospital.  Where  cases  occur  which 
need  special  nursing  facilities,  or  where  isolation  cannot  be 
possibly  attained,  arrangements  are  made  with  the  City  Isolation 
Hospital,  Eowthorpe  Road,  Norwich,  to  admit  them  on  payment 
at  a certain  fixed  rate  of  charge.  One  still  hopes  that  this 
arrangement  is  only  temporary,  and  that  a small  fever  hos- 
pital will  one  day  be  available  for  our  own  needs. 

There  is  no  Small-Pox  Hospital. 

No  institutional  provision  is  made  for  unmarried 
mothers,  illegitimate  infants,  or  homeless  children. 

There  is  no  Ambulance  facility  for  infectious  diseases  ; 
cases  are  removed  by  contract  with  local  taxi-cab  proprie- 
tors, and  the  cabs  are  disinfected  by  the  Hospital  Authority 
before  return. 

The  following  Ambulances  are  available  for  non-infec- 
tious  and  accident  cases  : — 

The  Diss  Ambulance  is  available,  free  of  charge,  for 
conveying  to  local  Hospitals  or  the  Workhouse  patients 
from  the  following  parishes  in  the  District  ; Billingford, 
Hressingham,  Brockdish,  Burston,  Dickleburgh,  Fersfield, 
(jissing,  Langmere,  Roydon,  Scole,  Shelfanger,  Shimpling, 
riielveton,  Thorpe  Abbotts,  and  Winfarthing.  Outside 
these  areas  a mileage  charge  is  made.  Telephone  No.

A British  Red  Cross  Ambulance  is  stationed  at 
Norwich.  Application  for  the  use  of  it  should  be  made  to 
Mrs.  Fox,  St.  Criles  Street,  Norwich.  Telephone  No.  929. 
for  this  a mileage  charge  is  made. 

1 here  is  a Baby  Welfare  Centre  at  Harleston  open 
every  Wednesday  afternoon  at  the  Nurses’  Home.

'Ihese  Associations  are  financed  mainly  by  voluntary 
.subscriptions,  with  a capitation  contribution  from  the  Dep- 
wade  Board  of  Guardians  and  grants  from  the  County 
Council. 

It  will  be  noted  that  many  of  the  outlying  villages  are 
still  unprovided  with  District  Nurses. 

Judging  from  the  excellent  work  that  the  prc.sent  Nurs- 
ing Associations  are  doing,  one  hopes  that  private  efforts 
will  be  made  to  provide  thi.s  service  for  those  not  yet  so 
fortunate  as  to  have  it. 

There  are  no  Mid  wives  employed  or  subsidised  by  the 
Local  Authority. 

Five  Midwives  are  practising  in  the  District.

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Sanitary  Circumstances  of  tbc  Area. 

There  is  no  public  Water  Supply  in  your  District.  Ihe 
larger  houses  mainly  depend  upon  deep  borings  into  the 
chalk,  which  give  a good  supply  of  clear  and  palatable 
water,  but  the  majority  of  the  supply  is  from  shallow  wells 
and  ponds.  The  quality  of  this  largely  depends  upon  the 
regularity  with  which  these  are  cleaned  out,  and  is  gener- 
ally fair.  In  many  v)f  the  villages  the  new  wells  sunk  by 
the  C'ouncil  have  greatly  improved  conditions. 

There  are  no  houses  dependent  upon  roof-catchment  as 
a water  supply. 

The  Haileston  sewer  discharges  directly  into  the  Beck, 
This  stream  is  periodically  cleaned  out  whenever  the  accu- 
mulation of  deposit  becomes  particularly  objectionable. 

In  the  smaller  villages  the  sewers  (where  such  exist) 
discharge  their  contents  into  open  ditches,  the  effluent  find- 
ing its  wav  eventuallv  into  the  smaller  streams. 

As,  however,  costs  are  prohibitive,  no  alternative  can  be 
suggested. 

Xotwithstanding  this  system  of  pollution,  one  is  glad 
to  be  able  to  state  that  no  serious  harm  has  so  far  arisen. 

Where  drains  exist  they  discharge  into  cesspools,  or 
into  open  ditches. 

Closet  accommodation  see  detailed  statement  in 
Table  4,  Page  18. 

Where  privy  middens  are  found  to  be  dilapidated  and 
insanitary,  and  where  new  ('loset  accommodation  is  re- 
quired, then  closets  on  the  pail  system  are  advocated.  But 
where  the  privy  can  be  repaired  at  a less  cost  than  by  con- 
version to  the  pail  system,  such  repairs  are  carried  out. 

The  parish  of  Redenhall  with  Harleston  is  the  only  one 
where  a scavenging  scheme  is  in  operation,  and  this  is  car- 
ried out  by  yearly  contract.  In  other  parishes  the  method 
of  disposal  is  by  digging  the  house  refuse  and  night  soil 
into  the  gardens. 

Substitution  of  moveable  ashbins  for  fixed  receptacles 
is  proceeding  at  Harleston  under  the  new  scavenging 
scheme.  The  number  of  such  substitutions  is  123.

d'he  sanitary  condition  of  the  Schools  is  generally  good. 
Water  supply  is  in  all  cases  available,  though  not  always  on 
the  school  premises. 

Afl  contacts  of  Infectious  .\otihable  Diseases  are  ex- 
cluded from  school  until  free  from  infection. 

Schools  are  systematically  examined  for  ambulatory 
cases,  and  carriers  in  the  case  of  ejjidemic  diseases  notified 
therefrom.  The  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  issues 
closure  orders  in  the  event  of  epidemics,  the  schools  mean- 
while undergoing  disinfection. 

HOUSING. 

The  General  Housing  conditions,  detailed  table  of  par- 
ticulars for  each  parish  is  given  on  Page  ig,  are  to  be  d(-. 
scribed  as  poor.  Old  types  of  cottages,  with  poor  ventila- 
tion, damp  walls,  leaking  roofs  and  insufficient  accommoda- 
tion generally,  still  abound  ; but  the  conditions  have  been 
much  improved,  and  measures  are  being  taken  to  meet  the 
more  pressing  needs  in  the  different  localities  as  thev  arise 
by  the  erection  of  new  houses.  In  the  detailed  statement 
will  be  seen  the  parts  where  shortage  exists,  and  the  meas- 
ures contemplated  to  meet  that  sho<'tage. 

'I'he  extent  of  overcrowding  is  dealt  with  in  detail  for 
each  parish.  Some  of  the  causes  of  this  are  ; the  larger 
houses  are  at  too  high  rental  for  the  means  of  the  large 
families,  h'requentlv  the  owners  of  more  suitable  proyjertv 
refuse  to  let  to  large  families.  In  the  cases  of  large  fami- 
lies, some  of  the  older  members  of  which  are  adults,  these 
latter  live  at  home  for  economic  reasons.  In  such  cases 
informal  notices  are  served,  and  in  some  cases  complied 
with  by  the  older  members  of  the  faniilies  living  elsewhere. 

In  other  cases,  the  extension  of  the  housing  sx:henirs 
will  assist  in  improving  this  evil. 
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Some  of  ihe  houses  in  tiie  district  are  very  old,  and  as 
they  are  built  of  ciay  lump  and  unfaced,  this  is  causing 
them  to  fret  away  and  let  in  the  damp.  Again,  dampness 
is  often  due  to  the  non-provision  of  damp-courses,  and  lack 
of  troughing  to  the  eaves.  Other  defects  found  include 
badly  ventilated  food  stores,  window.s  not  made  to  open, 
insecure  stairways,  and  general  defects  of  roofs,  walls, 
ceilings  and  floors. 

These  defects  are  partly  due  to  a lack  of  proper  man^ 
agement  by  the  owners,  but  the  chief  cause  is  the  low 
rentals  chargeable  against  the  high  cost  of  tepairs. 

General  action  taken  : — ^Where  possible,  the  Inspector 
approaches  the  owner,  and  is  thus  able  to  get  certain  repairs 
done.  Other  cases  are  dealt  with  by  the  serving  of  informal 
notices,  followed  by  statutory  notices. 

The  difficulties  met  with  in  getting  these  defects  reme- 
died are  the  lack  of  tradesmen,  the  very  low  rents  and  high 
cost  of  repairs,  and  the  over-mortgaging  of  properties, 
causing  the  owners  to  be  unable  to  afford  repairs. 

\o  complaints  received  or  representations  made. 

No  need  has  arisen  for  the  adoption  of  any  new  Bye- 
laws, or  for  the  revision  of  those  existing,  except  the 
Slaughter  House  Bye-Laws,  where  the  Bye-law  requiring 
the  use  of  the  Humane  Killer  has  been  omitted.

Prevalence  of,  and  Control  over  Infectious  Diseases. 

d'he  outbreak  of  Scarlet  Fever  in  1925,  numbering  in 
all  92  cases,  is  the  only  epidemic  of  serious  importance  that 
has  occurred  in  the  last  five  years.  The  fact  that  so  many 
of  the  children  have  a mild  attack  which  passes  unrecog- 
nised by  the  parents,  and  they  return  to  school  in  an  infec- 
tive state,  accounts  mainly  for  the  spread  of  the  disease. 
It  is,  moreover,  difficult  to  train  an  otherwise  inexperienced 
mother  in  the  necessary  precautions  to  be  taken  with  an  in- 
fectious case,  and  this  generally  results  in  the  remainder  of 
the  family  taking  the  infection  in  relays. 

Diphtheria  Antitoxin  is  issued  from  the  County  Labora- 
tory, The  Walk,  Norwich,  on  application  by  Medical 
l^ractitioners,  and  charged  to  the  account  of  the  District 
Council,  who  decide  whether  to  claim  repayment  from  the 
patient. 

The  name  and  address  of  the  patient  should  be  given 
when  applying  for  Antitoxin.  The  County  Laboratory  also 
undertakes  the  examination  of  throat  swabs  and  sputa  free 
of  charge.  Other  clinical  and  pathological  work  is  done  at 
fixed  rates. 

During  the  year  21  Swabs  were  examined  for  Diph- 
theria ; 7 Sputa  were  examined  for  Tuberculosis ; and  one 
specimen  of  Pleural  Fluid  for  Tuberculosis. 

Of  the  43  cases  of  Diphtheria  which  have  been  reported 
in  the  last  five  years,  one  death  has  occurred. 

’The  two  cases  of  Fncephalitis  Lcthargica  which  have 
occurred  in  the  same  period  were  sjxiradic  in  nature,  and 
widely  separated. 

Occasionally  “ return  ” cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  occur 
but  the  smallness  of  the  figures  preclude  anv  definite  per- 
centage.

No  opportunity  has  arisen  to  utilise  the  Schick  and 
Dick  tests,  or  the  artificial  methods  of  immunisation  against 
Diphtheria  and  Scarlet  Fever. 

No  vaccinations  have  been  done  by  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health. 

A copy  of  The  Norfolk  Education  Committee  Form 
No.  I is  sent  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  the  occa- 
sion of  any  kind  of  Infectious  or  Contagious  Disease  occur- 
ring in  any  of  the  Council  Schools.  In  the  case  of  the 
severer  outbreaks,  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
issues  a closure  form.
